OPPOSING FLEETS IN | 
ACTION 


Yesterday's German communiqué 
states:—‘‘ A submarine, under the 
command of Captain Teichert, scored 
two torpedo hits on a British cruiser 
of 10,000. tons, which was left 
stationary and later sank. 

“A German destroyer flotilla 
accepted battle with a superior force 
of enemy destroyers of the escort and 
damaged several. One German de- 
stroyer suffered serious damage. Two 
steamers, totalling 12,000 tons, in one 
of the enemy convoys were torpedoed 
by destroyers. The sinking of both 
‘steamers may be assumed in view of 
the heavy seas. 

‘‘Submarines sunk an ammunition 
ship of 6,500 tons and torpedoed a 
further steamer. Bombers sank three 
merchant ships totalling 19,000 tons 
and seriously damaged a medium-sized 
freighter.’’—( Reuter.)

Mr. Winston ‘Churchill, in a telegram

SYSTEM EXPLAINED 


When the books are delivered an 
explanatory leafiet will be issued to 
every household for careful study and 
for future reference. It will explain, 
among other things, what must be done 
to obtain ration books ‘or newly-born 
infants and persons who have come to 
reside in the country since Registration 
night. Special arrangements have been 
wade in cases ot local matitutions, 
religious communities, boarding colleges, 
hospitais, etc. 

very person in the State will re- 
ceive, written on the cover of the book, 
an individual registration number, and 
a careful note should be made of it and 
the book kept in a safe place, The exact 
manner in which the. book will be used 
will depend upon a particular com- 
modity, and detailed instructions will 
be. issued to the public whenever any 
commodity is to be rationed by means 
of the book. As already stated in the 
Irish Times, the book will, for the 
present, be used merely as a check on 
the rationing of tea and sugar, and as 
a basis, but not an instrument, for the 
rationing of bread. 


GERMANS ATTACK 
IN CRIMEA 
RUSSIAN POSITIONS 
IMPROVED 


ONTINUING attacks by German 
dive-bombers on Safe; aero- 
limés “in thé 

Kerch Peninsula are reported. 

BERLIN, Monday.—Attacks by 
German dive-bombers on a Soviet aero- 
drome on the Kerch Peninsula yester- 
day were reported: by the German High 
Command. Other targets for the 
attacks were columns of vehicles - on 
roads to the aerodrome, It is officially 
announced that no important opera- 
tions have taken place in, the whole 
of the Southern front during the past 
few days. 

Local German counter-attacks on the 
Northern front were reported by the 
German News Agency, which claimed 
eleven Russian tanks were destroyed 
and six others severely damaged. 
Altogether twenty-two Soviet tanks 
were said to have been put out of 
action last Friday and Retididan =< 
(Reuter.) 

MOSCOW, Mondav.—The 
communiqué says :—‘‘ During the day 
of May 4 our troops waged offensive 
battles on some sectors of the front, 
and improved their positions. On 
May 3 twelve German aircraft were 
destroyed. Our losses were eight air- 
craft.”’ 

A supplement to the communiqué 
says that from April 26th to May 2nd 
the German Air Force lost 264 ‘planes. 
Russian losses during the same period 
were 71. During May órd Soviet air- 
men destroyed or damaged 42 lorries 
carrying troops and ammunition and 
five field and A.A. guns. A company 
of infantry was dispersed: and partly 
annihilated.—(Reuter.) 
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A War Office communiqué states: 

The united nations, having 
desided to forestall a Japanese move 
against the French naval base of 
Diego Suarez, in Madagascar, a com- 
bined British naval and military force 
arrived off the island at dawn this 
morning. It has been made clear to 
the French authorities in Madagascar 
that the united nations have no inten- 
tion of interfering with the French 
status of the territory, which will 
remain Frénch, and will continue to 
be part of the French Empire. 

This move recalls President Roose- 
velt’s warning in his broadcast a week 
ago that ‘‘ the united nations will take 
measures, if necessary, to prevent the 
use of French territory in any part of 
ve world for military purposes by the 

WILL” 

It may be significant that the German 
Radio stated, according to a Reuter 
report resterday, that two United 
States battleships, the Washington and 
the North Carolina, were in the Indian 
Ocean. Each is of 35,000 tons. 

For some time past there have been 
fears that a pretext might be found 
for allowing the Japanese to land a 
force. Anti-British broadcasts from 
Radio Madagascar directed to. listeners 
at Mauritius focused attention on the 
island’s affairs, and Paris radio has 
spoken of an Anglo-Saxon campai 
for. the immediate occupation of the 
island, :
